Che needs of the Yugoslav economy for ship tonnage are lne reading faster 
than nev merchant ships oaa he built. Iren before World War IX, wher. the 
merchant Bar lne was seriously damaged, It vas insufficient and In poor condition. 

It la essential that the Halted amount of available tonnage be need as efficiently 
as possible: that the existing ships be used to full capacity, and that demurrage 
in port be reduce^ to a minimum. 


Demurrage in Yugoslav eaters Is especially long when mood la loaded, when 
general cargo is unloaded, Then osa-mt is loaded or unloaded, and when a ship 
take* on eoa X for its own use. Chase delayr are partly caused by the technical 
deficiencies of the main harbor* and by the damage they suffered during World 
War II, buttproduoers and shipping enterprise*, and to acaa extent the Luka 1 
Javna Bkladieta (Harbor and Public Warehouse) Interprlae, axe ohlifly responsible . 
Often ship* malt 2U h harbor a long time to take, on mood beoauea, the cargo Is 
not ready for leading. Che Wood la selected and sorted during the aoeMdr 
loading operation* Che 93 Dubrovnik, for example, wedided ?4 Hl^ka from 3 
to 31 October, and finally had to leave without its fiDl cargo.

Often ship* are virtually used a* storage spaoe. Che 38 llvno lay at Bijefca 
from l£ Ootober to 3 loramber unloading ‘iron for reinforcing concrete. Although 
the cargo, was urgently nee d ed, provisions for reoeivii^ tit had not been made. 


frequently one type of ^argo has to be pulled out from under another in • 
unloading because it is more urgently needed. If the cargo had been properly ' 
arranged according to destination and urgency at the tins of loading in foreign 
ports, mood tine would have been saved. 


About 70C tons of cement or lees can be loaded In ships in one day. lfce 
figure oould be raised if the oneent factories would build temporary warehouses 
to store & certain amount of cement before loading it into the ships, this 
would simplify loading, as well as save time.
